Control  of  Barley. — A  new  Control  and 
Maximum  Prices  Order  for  barley  came 
into  force  on  July  15,  and  it  applies  to 
Great  Britain  only.  The  Order  provides 
for  control  of  sales  of  all  home-grown  barley, 
including  malting  barley,  and  fixes  maxi- 
mum prices  on  such  sales,  other  than  for 
use  as  seed.  Except  under  licence,  the  use 
for  any  other  purpose  of  barley  purchased 
for  seed  is  prohibited.  Approved  buyers 
and  licensed  "ultimate  users,"  including 
food  manufacturers,  may  buy  malting 
barley  from  growers. 
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"  Mass  Vaccination  "  at  Glasgow. — Fol- 
lowing unusually  numerous  vaccinations  in 
Glasgow,  the  demand  for  vaccination  shields 
is  reported  to  be  greater  than  local  chemists 
can  readily  meet. 

Eire  Pharmacists'  Wine  Licences. — Re- 
plying to  a  question  in  the  Dail  recently, 
the  Eire  Minister  for  Finance  stated  that 
licences  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  were  held 
by  212  chemists  in  the  State.

Infant  Foods  Under  the  Sector  Scheme 

The  Ministry  of  Food  has  issued  a  lea 
(DP  1369A)  giving  a  revised  version  of 
sector  scheme  of  food  distribution.  ' 
scheme  will  apply  to  anything  used 
man  for  food  oj  for  drink,  other  than  wa 
with  few  exceptions ;  these  include  aera 
waters,  biscuits,  chemicals  (other  than  s 
baking  powder,  cream  powder  and  aera 
powder),  chocolate  and  sugar  confectionc 
fruit  juices  and  cordials  in  bottles,  sugai 
milk,  substances  recommended  as  medici 
within  the  rrieaning  of  the  Pharmacy  < 
Medicines  Act,  1941,  mineral  waters,  su 
and  dulcin,  and  yeast.  Chemists  will  h; 
noted  with  some  concern  that  infant  £ 
invalid  foods  are  not  included  in  the  lisi 
exceptions.  As  the  scheme  stands 
present  it  would  appear  that  if  a  ma: 
facturer  or  first-hand  distributor  wishes 
supply  a  retailer  in  any  sector,  he  m 
have  approved  premises  or  arrangeme 
in  that  sector.  Chemists  either  buy  st 
dard  parcels  of  infant  and  invalid  foi 
direct  from  the  manufacturers  or  order  th 
along  with  other  lines  from  druggi; 
sundries  houses.  Thus  in  certain  areas 
may  mean  that  a  manufacturer  must 
up  depots  in  various  areas  or,  if  approA 
arrangements  cannot  be  made,  a  wholes 
house  may  have  to  transmit  the  chemif 
order  for  food  to  another  supplier.

he  announcement  that  the  Ministry  of 
1th  is  to  make  an  order  for  the  taking 
L  census  of  "retail  and  hospital  phar- 
-y"  (p-  45)  is  of  interest.  Under  the 
fi  quoted  the  Ministry  presumably 
nds  to  include  the  unqualified  as  well  as 


the  qualified  persons  engaged.  It  may  be 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  possesses 
an  annual  record  of  pharmacists  classified 
according  to  occupation ;  but  even  if  it 
does,  the  present  abnormal  conditions  must 
make  an  accurate  record  of  this  kind 
virtually  impossible.  And  the  publication 
for  general  use  of  such  an  up-to-date  record 
is  desirable.  I  trust  that  the  Ministry  will 
be  urged  to  include  the  staffs  of  manufac- 
turing and  wholesale  houses,  which  comprise 
numerous  pharmacists.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  a  section  of  Part  II  of  the 
Society's  Committee  of  Inquiry  report, 
which'  appeared  last  December,  was  allotted 
to  a  summary  of  what  was  described  as 
"Wholesale  and  Manufacturing  Phar- 
macy"; and  I  see  no  reason- why  the 
obtaining  of  the  relevant  statistics  from 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  should  entail 
much  additional  work  for  the  compilers  of 
the  census.  Surely  the  staffs  in  the  wholesale 
world  are  as  truly  "engaged  in  handling 
drugs  and  medical  appliances"  as  are  their 
contemporaries  in  retail  employment. 

Unusual  Poisonings 

As  an  analyst  remarked  at  an  inquest 
recorded  on  p.  28  of  your  last  week's  issue, 
fatal  poisoning  by  sodium  nitrite  is  rare  in 
this  country.  As  a  point  of  detail,  the 
"cases"  in  1936  to  which  he  referred  appear 
as  one  case  in  the  return  of  the  Registrar- 
General  for  England  and  Wales.  Several 
deaths  from  taking  the  nitrate  of  sodium 
have  occurred  since  the  first  case  was  noted 
in  1904 :  as  they  were  all  accidental,  it  may 
be  inferred  that  children  were  the  victims. 
Some  of  the  substances  named  in  these 
annual  reports  are  so  unusual  as  to  make  us 
wonder  what  the  actual  dose  was  on  each 
occasion.  Examples,  taken  at  random,  are 
colza  oil,  eucalyptus  oil,  saffron,  soap 
liniment,  juniper  oil,  tartaric  acid.  In  the 
early  years  of  the  returns  proprietary  pills 
of  a  laxative  nature  occasionally  figured : 
it  may  be  hoped  that  the  naming  of  such 
substances  has  been  dropped  for  good.  A 
proper  verdict  in  such  a  case  would  be 
"Death' from  hypercatharsis  caused  by  an 
overdose  of  a  laxative  medicine."  Going 
back  further,  at  least  one  medical  polemist 
of  the  early  eighteenth  century  hinted,  not 
very  obscurely,  that  some  of  the  patients 
of  Dr.  Thomas  Dover,  the  originator  of 
pulvis  ipecacuanhae  et  opii,  hiad  been 
hurried  into  the  next  world  by  overdoses  of 
his  medicines.  Xrayser

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STATUTORY  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

{Concluded  from  the  C.      D,  July  ii,  p.  jy.) 


The  chairman  asked  what  "respiratory" 
covered— the  gland?  Did  it  mean  the  gland 
hormones  coming  from  some  part  of  the  respira- 
tory organs  of  man,  or  that  they  were  the  food 
of  the  respiratory  organ  ?  This  was  a  document 
put  out  to  inform  the  lay  reader  of  the  nature 
of  the  preparation  and  he  should  have  thought 
that  the  author  of  it  knew  at  once  what  the 
words  meant. 

Prescriptions  from  Foreign  Sources. — Mr. 
Morris  said  that  the  question  was  not  so 
simple  as  that,  because  the  chairman  would 
recall  that  in  the  letter  of  April  27,  1942,  sent 
by  the  respondents  to  the  secretary  of  the 
Society,  it  was  made  clear  that  this  book  had 
been  re-written.  It  said:  "The  booklet, 
'Prescriptions  from  Abroad,'  was  compiled 
many  years  ago  by  Mr.  A.  N.  Hancock,  the 
superintendent  of  the  company.  All  the  pre- 
scriptions included  in  the  book  have  been  col- 
lected or  obtained  from  foreign  sources  as 
indicated  and  the  nomenclature  adopted  to 
describe  their  source  is  based  upon  information 
supplied  at  the  time  the  prescriptions  were 
acquired.  These  prescriptions  have,  of  course 
invariably  been  subjected  to  examination  and 
tests.  It  is  true,  moreover,  that  from  time  to 
time  modifications  have  been  introduced  with 
the  result  that  the  original  prescriptions  has 
been  altered.  There  is,  however,  nothing  in 
Mr.  Hancock's  book  which  can  fairly  be  said 
to  be  in  the  nature  of  an  unjustifiable  statement 
as  to  the  effect  of  the  medicine  described.  ..." 
And  later  in  the  letter  it  was  made  clear  that 
the  book  was  written  in  order  to  ■ 

The  chairman:  It  says— "The  object  of  the 
compilation  was  to  convey  to  a  lay  reader  the 
general  idea  of  the  treatment  intended  in 
relation  to  each  preparation."  And  so  as  this 
was  written  for  the  lay  reader  I  want  to  know 
what  the  author  says  "respiratory  gland- 
hormones"  means. 

Mr.  Morris  said  that,  as  the  letter  pointed  out, 
reference  was  being  made  to  an  edition  which 
since  1939  had  not  been  circulated.  After  the 
war  started  it  was  decided  to  issue  a  new 
edition  and  that,  without  any  check  by  their 
superintendent,  it  was  printed  and  delivered. 
The  book  which  was  being  now  investigated 
was  the  edition  which  was  re-written  by  some 
people  or  person  connected  with  the  advertising 
agency,  and  that  book  had  not  been  in  general 
circulation. 

The  chairman :  Written  by  an  advertising 
agency  ? 

Mr.  Morris :  By  some  outside  source,  and, 
hsrving  regard  to  its  being  done  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  war,  the  matter  was  not  properly  super- 
vised, and  the  whole  of  that  print  remains 
undelivered  at  the  Chingford  depot  of  the 
company.  And  that  is  the  explanation. 

The  chairman :  The  advertising  agent  was 
authorised  to  prepare  a  new  edition  of  a  medical 
treatise  and  introduced  thirty  or  forty  purely 
fictitious  names.  Was  he  authorised  to  do  that  ? 


Mr.  Morris :  There  was  not  any  authority, 
do  that,  according  to  my  instructions.  That  " 
what,   in  fact,   happened,   according  to 
instructions. 

The  chairman :  Then  you  cannot  explain" 
me  what  the  lay  reader  was  intended  to  um'' 
stand  from  the  words  "respiratory  glanl 
hormones." 

Mr.  Morris :  No,  I  cannot  say  what  the  autht] 
intended. 

The  chairman :  We  are  told  this  book  was  i 
the  lay  reader,  and  if  the  author  cannot 
what  the  words  mean  why  bother  Profe 
Pickering  any  more  ? 

Advertisements  Contrasted  with  Book.— 
cross-examination  was  continued,  Profe; 
Pickering  stating  in  reply  to  Mr.  Morris  i. 
in  a  collection  of  advertisements  of  medii 
preparations,  there  might  be  exaggeration 
statement — he  had  not  tested  them — but 
did  not  think  there  was  substantial  similarit 
with  what  occurred  in  the  booklet  "  Prescriptioi 
from  Abroad."  What  he  really  objected  to  i 
the  booklet  was  that  there  were  so  man 
meaningless  pseudo-scientific  terms,  and 
thought  there  were  not  so  many  in  the  adver 
tisements.  He  did  not  object  to  references  ti 
hormones,  autocoids,  and  vitamins  in  connexioj 
with  medical  preparations.  He  objected  t 
gland-minerals.  He  had  not  read  Dr.  Woolf 
book.  Mr.  Morris  made  quotations  from  th( 
book,  showing  that  Dr.  Woolf  claimed  to  explaii 
from  clinical  observation  the  fact  that  a  glandn 
lar  condition  either  caused  or  was  the  conse 
quence  of  a  certain  physical  condition. 

The  chairman:  Are  you  making  the  poinj 
that  this  gentleman  is  of  opinion  that  every 
illness  we  can  suffer  from  is  due  to  some  glandu 
lar  defect  or  disturbance,  and  can  therefore  be 
cured  by  proper  dosage  of  the  appropriate 
gland  ? — Mr.  Morris  :  So  far  as  the  argument 
in  that  book  and  the  clinical  research  shows 
that  is  the  theory.  Professor  Pickering,  in  reply 
to  further  questions  by  Mr.  Morris,  said  there 
were  several  diseases  that  could  be  cured  without 
going  to  the  glands.  A  certain  kind  of  anaemia 
could  be  cured  by  giving  iron.  The  only  glandu- 
lar secretion  said  to  be  effective  was  thyroid 
in  anaemia  and  everybody  was  familiar  with  liver 
extract  in  pernicious  anaemia. 

The  chairman :  Thyroid  is  given  through  the 
mouth? — Professor  Pickering:  Yes. — "And  for 
what  disease ?  " — "Anaemia." — "Do  you  see  any 
reference  to  that  in  this  booklet?  " — "No.  And 
then  none  of  the  hormones  are  mentioned  by 
name."

Case  for  Defendants. — ^Mr.  Morris  analysed 
i  evidence.  He  pointed  to  the  delay  between 
3  receipt  by  Mr.  Barrett  of  the  packet 
literature  unsolicited  in  September  194 1, 
d  his  communication  with  the  Society  on 
irch  14,  1942.  Obviously  his  name  had  been 
;ntioned  by  somebody  to  Hancocks,  but  as 
was  not  present  the  res];5ondents  were 
barred  from  asking  him  any  questions  which 
ght  have  cleared  up  the  matter.  It  was 
Tiewhat  odd  also  that  the  two  young  ladies 
i  not  produce  the  envelopes  in  which  they 
reived  the  communications,  but  he  did  not 
^gest  anything  improper.  That  no  other 
mplaints  had  been  raised  was  significant.  It 
ght  well  be  that  some  few  copies  of  the  later 
ition  of  "  Prescriptions  from  Abroad"  got  out, 
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because  it  was  very  similar  to  the  former, 
through  some  junior  assistant  or  packer  becom- 
ing confused.  When  dealing  with  any  branch 
of  medicine  which  was  new  one  ran  the  risk  of 
being  accused  of  being  a  quack  or  unorthodox. 
About  the  glandular  theory  we  were  conserva- 
tive, but  it  was  not  so  in  other  countries,  and 
Dr.  Woolf,  who  was  undoubtedly  a  learned  man, 
had  made  it  quite  clear,  whatever  orthodox 
medicine  might  say,  that  glandular  secretions 
did  affect  the  whole  body.  Glandular  prepara- 
tions were  now  being  prepared  and  dispensed 
for  a  great  variety  of  illnesses.  Stimulants  and 
aphrodisiacs  might  be  taken  without  any 
improper  motive,  and  someone  would  engineer 
the  supply.  Professor  Pickering  had  criticised 
the  prescriptions  as  worthless,  though  he  had 
never  seen  them.  The  proper  course  would  have 
been  to  have  obtained  the  preparations, 
examined  and  analysed  them,  and  then  ex- 
pressed an  opinion  as  to  their  possession  or  not 
of  therapeutic  qualities.  No  allegation  that 
they  were  harmful  had  been  made.  The  attack 
that  was  being  made  was  not  so  much  on  the 
preparations  as  against  the  attempt  of  the 
respondent  to  exploit  a  new  branch  of  medicine 
to  his  advantage.  So  long  as  he  did  not  mislead 
it  was  no  offence.  As  to  the  Society's  recom- 
mendation that  there  should  not  be  advertise- 
ments concerning  sexual  weakness,  it  came 
rather. badly  when  one  looked  at  the  "Pharma- 
ceutical Journal"  for  the  current  week,  and 
found  there  in  large  type  a  reference  to  menstrual 
irregularities.  If  the  Society  put  the  pages  of 
its  own  journal  as  a  shop  window  for  these 
things  it  was  very  difficult  to  know  where  the 
line  could  be  drawn.  It  was  really  a  matter  of 
taste.  Assuming  that  Messrs.  Hancock  &  Co. 
had  been  rather  too  blatant  no  complaint  had 
been  made,  and  that  was  the  measure  of  public 
opinion.  If  the  Society  had  had  complaints 
about  the  way  in  which  this  business,  estab- 
lished 108  years  ago,  was  conducted  there  would 
be  some  justification  for  the  proceedings.  He 
hoped  that  the  Committee  would  say  that  these 
people  had  not  failed  in  their  trust  to  their 
profession,  but  that  even  if  they  might  have 
been  indiscreet  or  unwise,  they  had  not  been 
untrue  or  dishonourable.  After  this  full  inquiry, 
if  there  was  found  to  have  been  any  violation 
of  the  strict  standards  of  the  profession,  they 
would  take  very  great  care  in  any  steps  they 
took  in  future  to  see  that  no  article  of  the  code 
of  professional  conduct  of  the  Society  should 
be  offended.  He  asked  that  they  should  not  be 
penalised  in  any  way.  Having  regard  to  the 
whole  of  the  explanation  they  had  set  out  in  the 
letter  of  April  27,  and  the  fact  that  it  was  sent 
immediately  after  the  complaint  was  received, 
he  did  not  propose  to  call  Mr.  Hancock  or  any 
evidence,  and  should  rely  entirely  upon  the 
explanation  of  the  letter. 

The  chairman:  We  shall  have  to  consider 
very  carefully  the  shorthand  writer's  transcript 
both  of  the  evidence  and  the  arguments,  and  we 
hope  we  shall  be  able  to  give  our  decision  when 
the  Committee  next  meet.

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WAR'S  EFFECTS  ON  PHARMACY 


At  a  well-attended  meeting  held  by  the 
combined  Plymouth  Branches  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  and  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  recently,  Mr.  Mallinson 
gave  a  talk  on  "The  Effects  of  the  War  on 
Pharmacy."  Starting  with  the  N.P.U.  itself, 
Mr.  Mallinson  stated  it  was  affected  by 
shortage  of  staff.  Their  stocktaking  men, 
for  instance,  had  joined  the  Forces,  and 
the  outside  service  had  had  to  be  discon- 
tinued, though  the  inquiries,  legal,  and 
advice  sections  were  still  functioning,  and 
he  urged  chemists  to  use  them  more.  The 
N.P.U.  War  Distress  Fund  had  been  of 
immense  service  and  aid  to  pharmacists 
who  had  been  driven  out  of  business  by 
the  war.  Much  work  had  been  done  by  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  War  Committees. 
Their  suggestions  and  resolutions  had  been 
adhered  to  as  much  as  possible  by  the 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee. 

Members  had  to  bear  in  mind  that  the 
powers  of  these  committees  were  limited ; 
they  could  only  retain  a  man  if  his  re- 
tention was  necessary  for  the  health  of 
the  public.  Another  effect  of  the  war 
had  been  that  the  shortage  of  goods  in 
other  trades  had  caused  a  tendency  to 
"cash  in"  on  pharmacy  goods.  This  had 
been  checked,  to  some  extent,  by  the 
Location  of  Businesses  Order.  Mr.  Mallinson 
wished  next  to  speak  about,  and  greatly 
deplored,  he  stated,  a  tendency  towards 
the  lowering  of  business  morality.  Through 
abuses  they  had  lost  concessions  under  the 
purchase  tax,  and  especially  under  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  Order.  He  appealed 
to  members  to  have  nothing  to  do  with 
"black  market"  articles. 

Post-war  Prospects 

As  regards  the  future,  there  were  ideas 
for  a  State  Medical  Service  after  the  war. 
The  Government  had  instituted  the  Bever- 
idge  committee  on  the  medical  social 
services.  He  wanted  to  disillusion  any 
pharmacist  who  thought  that  pharmacy 
had  anything  to  gain  from  a  public  health 
service.  If  the  Government  took  over  the 
supply  of  medicines,  they  would  only  do 
so  through  their  own  depots.  There  would 
be  no  business  in  proprietary  medicines. 
There  were  also  the  wholesalers  and  manu- 
facturers as  well  as  the  individual  pharmacist. 
Would  the  Government  take  them  all  over  ? 
It  was  not  practicable.  The  Government 
could  only  take  over  the  dispensing  service, 
which   would  probably  mean   one  senior 


pharmacist  and  a  dozen  pharmacists  u 
him  at  a  small  salary.  This  was  no  advan 
to  pharmacists.  The  doctors  suppo 
a  public  medical  service,  so  long  as  t 
private  practices  were  protected.  The  p 
macist  must  do  the  same. 

Lack  of  raw  materials  had  preve 
manufacturers  from  supplying  everyb 
they  would  like.    Further,  three  to 
thousand  shops  of  the  small  trader  t 
had  closed  down  since  the  war  started ;  a 
therefore  the  non-C.F.  manufacturer 
more  dependent  on  the  pharmacist  th 
before.  This  was  only  while  the  war  last 
After  the  war  there  was  only  one  weap' 
the  C.F.  scheme. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Yeates  inquired  if  pharmacy  co' 
not  make  its  voice  heard  more  if  it  had 
fighting  fund,  similar  to  doctors,  railwayra 
and  miners.  Mr.  Mallinson  replied  th 
there  were  two  ways  of  using  a  Fund :  1 
propaganda  and/or  getting  chemists'  can( 
dates  into  Parliament.  Propaganda  w 
expensive  and  ineffective ;  similarly,  ere: 
ing  a  Parliamentary  party  was  expensi" 
A  third  way  was  to  approach  existii 
Members  of  Parliament  and,  if  favourabl 
pay  them  retaining  fees  to  keep  an  eye 
pharmaceutical  matters ;  this  again, 
thought,  was  expensi\4e. 

Mr.  Searle  called  attention  to  the  fa 
that  many  pharmacists  had  been  called  u 
some  of  whom  would  not  return  to  pha 
macy.    Had  pharmacy  reached  its  satu' 
tion  point  and  would  it  theh  commence 
decline,  particularly  with  reference  to  t 
N.P.U.  ?  Mr.  Mallinson  stated  the  N.P.I 
had  now  93-4  per  cent,  membership, 
agreed  the  premises  taken  over  by  co 
panics  and  co-operatives  were  lost  to  t 
N.P.U.,  but  during  the  last  twenty  yea 
more  chemists'  businesses  had  been  open" 
than  closed,  and  hence  the  value  of  busines 
conducted  through  chemists  had  increasec 
and  he  did  not  fear  depletion  after  the  wai 
He  did  not  think  any  harm  would  be  don 
if  there  were  less  qualified.   They  had  unt: 
recently  been  suffering  from  a  surplus. 

Mr.  Lewis  wished  to  know  how  Wool 
worth's  stood  under  the  Retail  Businesse 
Order.  Mr.  Mallinson  said  that  Messrs 
Woolworth  argued  that,  since  they  ha 
sold  medicines  before  they  were  entitled  t( 
increase  the  range.  The  Order  stated  tha 
if  a  "  substantial  proportion  "  of  the  busines: 
was  such  as  was  done  before  the  Order  cam< 
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force,  it  could  be  continued.  The 
U.  had  taken  this  up  with  the  Board 
rade.  They  had  sent  a  retail  price  hst 
lass  42,  a  proprietary  medicines  list, 
a  sundries  hst.  This  gave  a  chemist  an 
age  of  5-6,000  articles  in  stock,  of 
h    a    "substantial    proportion"  was 
idered  to  be  3-4,000,  and  asked  the 
rd  of  Trade  what  proportion  of  these 
s  Messrs.  Woolworth  were  selling.

es.    One  has  to  remember  that  a  C.F. 
nufacturer  limits  his  business  to  15,000 


outlets.  A  non-C.F.  has  about  200,000. 
A  few  black  sheep  on  15,000  was  a  high 
percentage  compared  to  200,000,  and  a 
stop  list  was  a  problem. 

Mr.  Griffith  wished  to  know  what  was 
going  to  happen  to  the  balance  of  the  Air- 
raid Fund  after  the  war.  Mr.  Mallinson 
replied  that  it  would  be  returned  to  the 
members,  but  a  new  scheme  was  being 
worked  out  which  would  be  offered  as  an 
alternative. 

Mr.  C.  U'ren  asked  if  a  chemist  running 
a  Rexall  agency  would  be  breaking  the 
C.F.  agreement.  Mr.  Mallinson  replied 
that  a  chemist  so  doing  would  be  definitely 
not  breaking  the  agreement,  as  Rexall, 
Ucal,  and  Nyall  products  were  supplied  to 
chemists  only. 

Mr.  Fernley  Wallis  proposed  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Mallinson,  which  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Yeates  and  passed 
unanimously. 


LEEDS  BRANCH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


he  annual  meeting  of  Leeds  Branch  of 
Pharmaceutical  Society  took  place 
ently,  Mr.  N.  H.  Burns  presiding.  Mr. 
C.  Ckummock  (secretary)  reported  that 
branch  membership  now  numbered 
with  thirty-seven  apprentices,  ten 
them  girls.  The  treasurer's  statement, 
resented  by  Mr.  Paul  Dobson,  showed  a 
redit  balance  of  £1^  los.,  but  there  had 
>een  a  heavy  increase  in  costs  of  corre- 
ipondence  and  convening  meetings.  Mr.  T. 
ieseltine,  Normanton  (vice-chairman  of 
phe  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  Exe- 
cutive), was  elected  Chairman,  Mr.  Edgar 
Buckley  Vice-chairman,  and  Mr.  Paul 
Dobson  and  Mr.  G.  C.  Crummock  were 
re-elected  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

On  a  proposition  by  the  Branch  Council, 
the  meeting  approved  the  following  new 
branch  by-law:  "Student-associates  regis- 
tered as  apprentices  or  students  before 
March  25,  1941,  and  those  so  registered  on 
and  after  March  25,  1941,  who  have  been 
so  registered  for  more  than  seven  years, 
shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  2s.  per 
annum  to  the  branch  to  entitle  them  to 
attend  meetings  and  other  functions." 

The  meeting  adopted  a  proposition  by 
Mr.  R.  C.  Laws  :  "That  the  Leeds  Branch 
considers  it  necessary  that  periodical 
reports  shall  be  given  by  the  Post-war 
Planning  Committee  of  the  Society,  and 
that  a  published  report  be  given  of  the 
evidence  submitted  on  behalf  of  members 
of  the  Society  to  the  Social  Services  Com- 


mittee under  Sir  Wilham  Beveridge."  The 
following  motion  by  Mr.  Forrest  was  also 
approved:  "That  Leeds  Branch  expresses 
its  disapproval  of  the  action  of  the  Council 
of  the  Society  in  cancelling  the  1942  Council 
elections,  and  considers  the  reasons  given 
were  inadequate ;  the  Branch  feels  that  the 
seven  members  of  Council  due  for  retire- 
ment should  therefore  resign."  Another 
resolution  adopted— introduced  by  the 
Council  of  the  Branch— expressed  the 
opinion  of  Leeds  Branch  that  before  a 
grant  be  made  from  either  the  Benevolent 
or  the  War-aid  Funds  of  the  Society, 
particulars  of  applications— except  in  cases 
of  emergency  grants— should  be  referred 
to  the  district  branch  for  confirmation. 

Mr  M  Jackson,  for  the  employees 
section,  moved:  "That  Leeds  Branch 
considers  it  necessary  that  representatives 
of  the  Association  of  Pharmaceutical 
Emplovees  should  be  appointed  to  the 
Central  and  Scottish  War  Emergency 
Committees,  the  retail  subcommittee,  and 
the  Drug  Trade  Council,  on  an  equitable 
basis-  furthermore,  that  only  members 
of  the  A.P.E.  shall  represent  employees 
on  the  district  war  emergency  comhiittees, 
in  accordance  with  established  democratic 
principles  of  representation."  After  some 
opposition  to  this  motion,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  Drug  Trade  Council,  Mr.  Fisher 
moved  an  amendment  deleting  the  Drug 
Trade  Council  reference.  The  amendment 
wasdefeated  and  the  proposition  withdrawn. 
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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Medicines  in  Chain  Stores. — Lieutenant 
Butcher  recently  asked  whether  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  was  aware 
that,  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  the  number 
of  retail  outlets  had  been  increased  by  the 
action  of  the  multiple  variety  chain  stores 
in  selling  patent  medicines  and  goods  in 
higher  price  ranges  than  before  the  war, 
and  whether  he  would  require  such  firms 
to  confine  themselves  to  their  pre-war 
activities.  Mr.  Dalton  did  not  think  it 
would  be  in  the  public  interest  to  adopt  the 
suggestion. 

Medicines  for  Soldiers. — Sir  J.  Grigg  in- 
formed Colonel  Evans  recently  that  soldiers 
serving  both  overseas  and  at  home  could 
get  from  their  unit  medical  officers  all 
medicines  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  their  health.  Certain  simple  medicines 
could  also  be  purchased  at  Navy,  Army,  and 
Air  Force  Institutes'  canteens. 

A  similar  question  asked  by  Mr.  Gran-, 
ville  on  July  8  in  relation  to  airmen  received 
a-n  almost  identical  answer,  except  that  it 
contained  a  specific  reference  to  "such 
preparations  as  aspirin  and  health  salts." 

Synthetic  Rubber. — Mr.  Ivor  Thomas 
asked  the  Minister  of  Production  on  July  8 
whether  his  attention  had  been  drawn  to  a 
warning  by  the  Director,  Division  of  Civilian 
Supply,  War  Production  Board  of  the 
United  States,  that  exaggerated  hopes 
should  not  be  placed  in  the  production  of 
synthetic  rubber  in  the  United  States  ;  and 
whether  he  would  impress  on  the  Synthetic 
Rubber  Committee  the  need  for  setting  up 
a  synthetic  rubber  industry  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Mr.  Lyttelton  :  I  have  seen  the  statement 
to  which  my  hon.  Friend  refers.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Ministry  of  Supply  are 
attending  a  conference  in  the  United  States, 
which  is  investigating  the  possibilities  of 
accelerating  synthetic  rubber  production 
there.  The  Synthetic  Rubber  Committee 
will  examine  in  all  its  aspects  the  possibility 
of  production  of  synthetic  rubber  in  this 
country;  but,  as  regards  the  argument  in 
the  latter  part  of  my  hon.  Friend's  question, 
careful  examination  by  the  Synthetic 
Rubber  Committee  has  already  confirmed 
that,  even  allowing  for  by-products,  less 
shipping  is  required  to  import  synthetic 
rubber  than  to  import  the  oil  for  synthetic 
rubber  manufacture. 

Doctors'  Dispensers. — Sir  Leonard  Lyle 
recently    asked    the   Minister   of  Labour 


doctors  now  available  to  civilians,  he  woi 
allow  the  maximum  leniency  in  call-up 
their  essential  staffs,  such  as  dispensing  anci 
surgical  assistants  and  secretaries. 

The  Joint  Parliamentary  Secretary  to 
Ministry    of    Labour    (Mr.  Tomlinson)' 
Arrangements  have  already  been  made  foil 
safeguarding    essential  female    staffs  em| 
ployed  ■  by  doctors.     Qualified  dispenser 
are  not  being  withdrawn  from  their  ei 
ployment  and  applications  for  the  defei 
ment  or  retention  of  secretaries  and  othei 
assistants  are  considered  individually  in 
the  light  of  their  qualifications  and  th^ 
possibility  of  effecting  adequate  substitu- 
tion. 

Sir  Francis  Fremantle  was  informed  that, 
in  the  ordinary  way,  there  was  no  appeal 
from  a  decision  given  against  deferment  of 
doctors'  secretaries,  but  there  was  always 
an  appeal  to  the  Minister  himself  in  the 
event  of  an  obvious  mistake. 

Retail  Trade  Report. — Questions  to  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the 
recently  issued  report  of  the  Retail  Trade 
Committee  were  put  by  Sir  R.  Gower  and 
Mr.  De  la  Bere  on  July  8.  The  former  drew 
attention  to  a  table  in  the  report  in  which  it 
was  shown  that  whereas  some  categories  of 
retail  shops,  such  as  those  •  dealing  in 
clothing,  footwear,  furniture  and  electrical 
goods,  had  been  reduced  in  number  by 
percentages  up  to  21  per  cent.,  others,  such 
as  chemists,  had  increased  during  the  war 
period.  He  asked  whether,  since  the  reduc- 
tion was  mainly  due  to  quotas  imposed  for 
war  purposes,  the  Minister  would  consider 
some  system  of  compensation  for  retailers 
who  suffered  specially  on  this  account. 
Mr.  Dalton  said  he  was  studying  the  ques- 
tion in  the  light  of  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendations. The  report  made  it  clear  that 
there  were  other  reasons  for  a  decline  in 
the  number  of  shops  than  reduction  in 
supplies. 

The  reply  to  Mr.  De  la  Bere,  who  asked 
when  the  Government  would  make  a  state- 
ment on  the  Report,  and  whether  it  would 
give  an  assurance  that  concentration  would 
be  on  a  voluntary  and  not  a  compulsory 
basis,  was  that  before  giving  a  decision  he 
must  be  in  possession  of  the  views  of  other 
Departments  concerned  and  of  the  interests 
affected.  He  would  give  no  assurance  to 
Lieutenant  Butcher,  who  asked  a  supple- 
mentary question,  that  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Committee  would  be  imple- 
mented as  soon  as  possible.

iCosmetics — A  Better  Outlook 

iRisiNG  out  of  an  interview  with  repre- 
entatives  of  the  cosmetics  and  toilet  pre- 
arations  trade,  the  Board  of  Trade  will 
hortly  be  issuing  an  Order  renewing  and 
mending  as  from  August  i  for  a  period  of 
Lve  months  the  Limitation  of  Supplies 
Toilet  Preparations)  (No.  3)  Order.  The 
mendments  will  be  as  follows : — 

(1)  Face  powder  and  talcum  powder  will 
)e  freed  from  control  altogether  for  the 
ime  being.  Supplies  are  to  be  unrestricted. 

(2)  The  quota  for  all  other  goods  covered 
)y  the  Order  will  be  20  per  cent,  for  the 
period  August  i  to  December  31,  1942  (the 
present  quota  is  15  per  cent,  for  seven 
nonths  of  the  value  of  the  total  quantity 
)f  such  controlled  goods  supplied  during 
:he  standard  period  June  i,  1939,  to  May  31, 
1940).  It  will  be  noted  that  a  quota  of  20 
per  cent,  for  five  months  of  the  standard 
period  is  approximately  equivalent  to  15 
per  cent,  for  seven  months  previously 
snforced.  The  benefit  will  go  to  those  firms 
who  have  "concentrated"  and  in  other 
ways  have  qualified  for  the  50  per  cent, 
^juota. 


(3)  The  quota  will  be  increased  to  50  per 
cent,  for  firms  which  participate  in  approved 
concentration  or  re-concentration  schemes 
and  are  in,  or  move  with  the  approval  of  the 
Factory  Control  to,  areas  stated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  to  be  those  in  which 
there  is  no  outstanding  demand  for  labour 
for  war  purposes. 

(4)  All  firms  producing  cosmetics  and 
toilet  preparations  (including  face  and 
talcum  powders)  will,  from  August  17,  be 
required  to  put  their  name  and  address  on 
the  packages. 

Christmas  Trade  Prospects 

In  many  ways  the  above  amendments 
may  be  considered  satisfactory.  The 
temporary  let-up  on  the  restriction  of 
supplies  of  face  and  talcum  powders  will  be 
particularly  welcome  and  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  free  period  will  include  the  Christ- 
mas trade.  It  is  understood  that  at  present 
there  is  no  marked  shortage  of  supplies  of 
raw  materials  for  these  two  products. 
Packaging  and  labour  may  present  some 
difficulty  and  it  has  been  made  clear  to  the 
manufacturers  that  the  increased  activities 
now  permitted  must  not  in  any  way  impede 
the  war  effort  as  regards  labour,  premises, 
etc.  It  will  be  noted  that  as  from  August  1 7 
containers  of  these  goods  must  disclose  the 
name  and  address  of  the  maker.  This  is  in 
order  to  assist  the  control  of  the  black 
market,  which  has  grown  up  with  the 
restrictions  on  the  supply  of  cosmetics  and 
toilet  preparations.  The  rather  better 
supplies  of  goods  of  repute  that  should 
shortly  come  on  the  market  will  also  do 
much  to  kill  the  trade  in  goods  of  unknown 
make  and  uncertain  pedigree. 

The  manufacturers  concerned,  who  have 
loyally  and  without  complaint  accepted  the 
substantial  restrictions  imposed  on  their 
activities  during  the  past  two  years,  will  be 
•getting  busy  in  order  to  be  ready  to  meet 
the  increased  outlets  permitted  for  the  last 
five  months  of  this  year.  Retail  pharmacists 
will  welcome  this  promise  of  better  supplies 
of  established  national  lines,  for  which  there 
will  be  an  eager  demand  by  the  public. 
There  is  a  glimmer  of  hope  for  a  partial 
revival  in  the  Christmas  trade  in  these 
products,  a  circumstance  of  which  chemists 
should  make  the  fullest  use.

Soft  Drinks 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  we  publish  brief 
details  of  the  Soft  Drinks  (Licensing  and 
Control)  Order,  1942,  and  the  Soft  Drinks 
(Current  Prices)  Order,  1942.  The  former 
specifies  that,  from  July  13,  no  manufac- 
turer who  was  not  making  soft  drinks  in 
the  preceding  twelve  months  may  start 
production,  unless  permitted  to  do  so  under 
licence  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Manufac- 
turers who  were  producing  these  products 
in  the  past  twelve  months  will  be  required 
to  be  licensed  by  September  i  next,  if  they 
make  a  minimum  of  2,000  gallons  of  con- 
centrated drinks  in  liquid  form,  or  20  cwt. 
in  semi-solid,  solid  or  powder  form,  or 
10,000  gallons  of  unconcentrated  drinks  in 
the  year  beginning  August  i,  1942.  They 
will  be  required  to  keep  detailed  records  of 
output  of  each  variety  of  drink.  Manufac- 
turers holding  licences  to  make  soft  drinks 
under  the  Food  Substitutes  (Control)  Order, 
1 94 1,  will  not  require  to  be  licensed  under 
this  new  Order.  Soft  drinks  are  defined  in 
the  Order  and  a  list  of  products  that  are 
considered  not  included  under  this  heading 
is  also  given. 

The  second  Order  deals  with  the  subject 
of  price  control  and  lays  down  that,  except 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  licence 
granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  it  will  be 
illegal  as  from  July  13,  to  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  any  soft  drink  at  a  price  exceeding  the 
current  price. 

"  Flavour  "  Products 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  the  natural  fruit 
juice  concentrates  from  which  soft  drinks 
are  normally  manufactured,  during  the  past 
twelve  months  there  has  been  put  on  the 
market  by  some  new  manufacturers  a 
number  of  products  which  largely  or  entirely 
are  substitutes  for  the  genuine  fruit  product. 
They  are  not  described  as  substitutes  but. 
as  "flavours."  These  imitation  products 
appear  to  be  in  almost  unlimited  supply  and 
are  usually  retailed  at  the  same  price  as  the 
genuine  article  of  the  established  trade. 
The  labels  affixed  to  the  bottles,  sometimes 
pictorially  illustrated  with  bunches  of  the 
appropriate  fruit,  state  in  bold  lettering, 
for  instance,  lemon  or  orange  cordial  or 
West  Indian  lime  juice  cordial,  with  the 


word  "flavour"  in  small  and  subdued  ty 
underneath.    Whether  in   taste  they 
closely  or  remotely  resemble  the  flavour 
the  natural  fruit  is  a  matter  of  opinion,  ar 
their  food  and  health  value  is  problematici 
It  would  possibly  be  illuminating  if  tl 
formulas  had  to  be  disclosed  under  tl 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.    We  wou 
suggest  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  that 
considering   the    desirability   of  grantir 
licences  for  the  production  of  these  ' '  flavour 
products,   the   question  of  their  qualit-' 
substance  and  nature,  of  the  descriptior 
which  are  given  to  them  and  the  method 
presentation  when  offered  for  sale  to  t 
public  should  be  given  due  consideratioi 
Such  precautions  would  protect  the  publ 
and  the  good  name  and  reputation  of  th 
manufacturers  in  the  established  trade. 

Photographic  Film  Shortage 

Many  photographic  chemists  have  fel 
annoyed  recently  at  receiving  a  notice  tha 
they  would  not  be  supplied  with  any  rol 
film  during  June  and  July,  and  hav( 
naturally  asked  who  has  received  thei 
share  of  the  quota  allowed  to  manufac 
turers.  The  position  is  that  manufacturers 
have  been  permitted  to  supply  25  per  cent, 
of  the  photographic  goods  that  they  sold 
in  each  of  the  two  periods  ( June-Novembei 
I939and,  second,  December  1939-May  1940). 
When  in  addition  it  is  remembered  that  the 
quota  takes  no  cognisance  of  the  loss  of 
a  well-known  roll  film  of  enemy  origin  and 
also  that  one  oV  two  other  sources  of  supply 
are  no  longer  available,  it  will  be  appre- 
ciated that  there  is  bound  to  be  a  shortage. 
Unfortunately  that  is  not  all.  The  Board 
of  Trade  maintained  in  June  and  July  the 
restriction  for  the  period  terminating  May 
31,  instructing  the  manufacturers  that  their 
quota  for  these  two  months  must  be  based 
on  the  winter  period  (December-May),  yet 
at  least  five  times  as  many  goods  are  sold 
in  the  period  June-November  as  between 
December  and  May.  Thus,  at  the  best, 
dealers  can  have  only  about  5  per  cent,  of 
pre-war  supplies,  and  this  amount,  when 
converted  into  roll  films,  means  that 
distribution  is  uneconomical  in  any  case, 
and  may  conceivably  reduce  the  allotment  , 
of  films  of  one  manufacturer  for  a  particular  j 
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aler  to  less  than  one  film.  Suggestions 
,ve  been  made  that  all  packages  for  each 
wn  should  be  sent  to  one  dealer,  who  will 
idertake    distribution    to    his  confreres. 

iblic  should  Protest 

It  is  hoped  also  that,  following  representa- 
ins  by  the  Photographic  Dealers'  Associa- 
m,  the  Board  of  Trade  will  behave  more 
isonably  in  regard  to  the  August  quota, 
ianwhile  dealers  unable  to  meet  the 
blic  demand  for  films  should  explain 
e  position  and  encourage  suitable  persons 

write  to  the  Board  of  Trade  or  their 
;mber  of  Parliament  stating  that  they 
ed  the  photographs  to  send  to  relatives 

Service  overseas  and  so  forth.  In  this 
ly  the  public  may  provide  better  propa- 
nda  for  an  increased  quota  than  the 
ide  on  its  own  behalf  could  possibly 
hieve.  Whether  the  Board  of  Trade 
ted  in  ignorance  of  the  difference  in  the 
blic's  winter  and  summer  demand  for 
ns  it  is  not  possible  to  say.  Obviously, 
e  enormous  needs  of  the  Services  must 

the  first  consideration,  but  once  these 
ve  been  met  it  would  be  preferable  both 
r  photographic  dealers  and  the  public  if 
e  release  of  films  throughout  the  year 
;re  adjusted  more  nearly  in  accordance 
th  the  season's  sales.  Everyone  is  in 
^our  of  all-the-year-round  photography, 
d  manufacturers  have  spent  much  money 
d  effort  to  encourage  it,  but,  so  far,  the 
•itish  climate  has  come  down  heavily  on 
e  side  of  summer  sales. 

5ale  of  Sugar  Confectionery 

HEN  the  rationing  of  sweets  and  choco- 
tes  begins  on  July  27  it  will  be  illegal  for 
lyone  to  sell  these  products  by  retail 
iless  he  holds  a  licence  from  a  Food 
)ntrol  Committee  to  do  so.  Rationing  will 
i  on  a  point  system,  and  in  order  to 
stinguish  the  new  scheme  from  the 
listing  points  scheme  the  points  will  be 
lown  as  "personal  points."  No  registra- 
3n  with  a  retailer  will  be  necessary  so  that 
le  consumer  may  purchase  where  he 
eases  and  the  retailer  concerned  must  cut 
it  the  coupons  when  the  sale  is  made, 
liemists  have  been  receiving  recently 
iliveries  of  certain  goods  marked  with  a 
)ecial  "reserve  stock"  label,  sales  from 


which  cannot  be  made  prior  to  July  27. 
After  this  initial  period  stocks  will  be 
replaced  only  when  the  retailer  gives  to  his 
supplier  rationing  documents  which  he  will 
obtain  from  his  local  food  office  in  exchange 
for  the  coupons  he  has  collected.  Personal 
points  rationing  will  apply  to  all  sugar 
confectionery,  chocolate  and  chocolate 
confectionery  other  than  medicated  con- 
fectionery. In  this  connexion  it  should  be 
noted  that  glycerin  and  black  currant  and 
glycerin  pastilles  are  not  regarded  as 
medicated  confectionery.  The  only  coupons 
to  be  used  are  those  contained  in  the 
personal  ration  books,  and  they  should 
bear  the  date  of  the  current  four  weekly 
rationing  period.  Normally  all  the  D. 
and  E.  coupons  bearing  the  date  of  the 
current  four-weekly  rationing  period  will 
be  available  for  use  at  any  time  during  the 
period.  Out-of-date  coupons  must  be 
cut  out  and  destroyed  before  the  coupons 
for  the  next  period  are  used.  Valid  coupons 
must  not  be  removed  from  the  ration  book 
unless  goods  are  supplied  against  them, 
though  in  the  case  of  a  child  it  is  permissible 
to  supply  only  part  of  the  value  against 
a  coupon  and  make  up  the  full  amount  of 
the  coupon  later.  In  that  case  the  retailer 
must  cut  out  the  coupon  on  the  occasion 
of  the  first  sale.  Chocolate  and  sweets 
will  be  given  a  point  value  per  lb.  net 
weight,  and  the  D.  and  E.  coupons  will 
have  corresponding  values.  As,  however, 
some  products  are  sold  pre-packed,  those 
sold  at  ^d..  will  count  as  ^  oz.,  at  i|^d.  as 
I  oz.,  and  those  at  2d.,  2|d.,  and  3d.  as  2  oz. 
Members  of  H.M.  Forces  will  not  have 
coupons  valid  in  civilian  shops.

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NUTRITION  IN  WAR-TIME

VIII.— Vitamin 

Nomenclature. — The  term  vitamin  B, 
originally  applied  to  what  was  thought  to 
be  a  single  vitamin,  is  now  known  to  include 
at  least  six,  and  possibly  more,  different 
vitamins.  Moreover,  some  of  the  vitamins 
in  the  B  group  have  been  allocated  other 
letters,  such  as  G  (in  U.S.A.)  for  riboflavin, 
and  H  for  one  of  the  components  of  "  bios," 
a  term  first  applied  to  the  growth-stimulant 
of  yeast,  which  is  now  known  to  be  a 
source  of  several  of  the  B  group  of  vitamins. 
In  view  of  this  confusion  in  nomencla- 
ture the  table  (p.  70)  has  been  compiled 
summarising  recent  information,  in  which 
brackets  enclose  the  names  of  factors  not 
yet  generally  accepted  as  separate  entities. 
The  present  article  will  deal  mainly  with 
vitamin  B^,  in  which  great  interest  is  at 
present  being  taken.  The  other  vitamins  in 
the  B  group  will  be  considered  in  the 
following  article. 

General  Properties. — Taking  the  six  vita- 
mins of  the  B  group  of  which  the  separate 
identity  is  well  established,  it  may  be  said 
that  they  are  all  water  soluble,  and  appear 
to  be  stored  only  in  slight  amounts  (not 
more  than  two  or  three  weeks'  supply)  in 
the  human  body.  Hence  a  deficiency  of 
any  one  of  them  in  the  diet  may  be  detected 
by  a  saturation  test,  in  which  a  large  dose 
of  the  vitamin  is  given  daily  until  the  greater 
part  of  it  appears  in  the  urine,  indicating 
that  the  body  reserves  are  now  saturated. 
(The  vitamin  is  estimated  in  the  urine  by 
chemical  methods  described  later.)  The 
smaller  the  deficiency,  the  sooner  this 
occurs. 

Another  important  general  property  of 
the  B  vitamins  is  that  they  all  seem  to  be 
closely  related  to  metabolic  processes  in  the 
body.  The  requirements  of  each,  so  far  as 
they  have  been  ascertained,  depend  on 
bodily  activity  and  hence  on  food  intake. 
The  more  work  we  do  the  more  of  the  B 
vitamins  we  want.  But  the  more  work  we 
do,  the  more  food  we  eat.  Therefore  a 
staple  food  such  as  bread  forms  a  suitable 
medium  for  the  distribution  of  the  B 
vitamins  to  all  except  young'  children  who 
do  not  take  the  usual  proportion  of  bread 
in  their  diet. 

Biochemistry  of  Vitamin  B^. — The  vita- 
min Bj  molecule  is  formed  by  the  linking 
together  of  a  pyrimidine  and  a  thiazole 
nucleus.  Pyrimidine  nuclei  are  found  in  the 


purins,  occurring  especially  in  the  nuclei( 
acids  of  plants  and  animals,  where  the} 
combine  with  protein  to  form  the  nucleo 
proteins  which  are  the  main  constituents  ir 
the  vital  cell  nuclei.  The  thiazole  nucleu: 
has  not  yet  been  found  in  any  other  natur 
ally  occurring  compound.  Biochemically 
the  sulphur  introduced  by  the  thiazolt 
nucleus  into  the  vitamin  B^  molecule  is  o; 
great  interest.  First,  because  it  provides  th( 
possibility  of  obtaining  from  vitamin  B 
the  strongly  fluorescent  derivative  thio- 
chrome,  which  has  proved  of  great  value  ir 
chemical  methods  of  estimating  vitamin  B^ 
(The  unsaturated  linkages  in  the  thio- 
chrome  molecule  also  contribute  towards 
its  fluorescence.)  Secondly,  because  it  has 
.led  to  the  interesting  theory  that  vitamin 
B^  might  function  as  an  oxidative  catalyst 
concerned  in  the  breakdown  of  glucose 
which  forms  the  chief  source  of  energy  in 
the  animal  body.  This  would  of  course 
explain  why  the  requirements  of  vitamin  Bj 
are  related  to  the  energy  requirements. 

Vitamin  Deficiency  and  Oxygen  Utilisa- 
tion.— Professor  Peters  and  his  colleagues  at 
Oxford  have  found  that  the  tissues  of 
animals  suffering  from  deficiency  of  vitamin 
Bj  are  utilising  less  oxygen  than  normal 
tissues,  and  that  if  more  of  the  vitamin  is 
supplied  the  rate  of  oxygen  utilisation  can 
be  gradually  increased  to  the  normal  level. 
This  behaviour  of  vitamin  B^  is  termed  the 
catatorulin  effect.  Vitamin  B^  also  causes 
the  breakdown  of  pyruvic  acid,  with  liber- 
ation of  carbon  dioxide.  This  effect  was 
previously  attributed  to  an  enzyme  cocar- 
boxylase  which  is  now  known  to  be  the 
pyrophosphoric  ester  of  vitamin  B^.  If  the 
supply  of  vitamin  B^,  and  hence  of  cocar- 
boxylase,  is  deficient,  pyruvic  acid  accumu- 
lates in  the  tissues  and  may  produce  toxic 
effects  characteristic  of  severe  vitamin  B^ 
deficiency.  Since  pyruvic  acid  is  normally 
produced  in  the  breakdown  of  glucose  to 
provide  energy,  a  supply  of  vitamin  B^  is 
needed  to  deal  with  the  pyruvic  acid  which 
would  cause  fatigue  if  allowed  to  accumu- 
late. Certain  workers  in  this  country  have 
suggested  that  the  supply  of  extra  vitamin 
B]^  and  other  factors  to  German  troops  has 
enabled  them  to  withstand  fatigue  for  a 
longer  period  than  British  troops  who  are 
not  receiving  the  extra  vitamin.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  steps  will  soon  be  taken  to 
test  the  correctness  of  this  assumption. 
B-vitamin  supplies  are  needed  initially  for 
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growth  of  yeast  as  well  as  of  other  micro- 
organisms. But  when  the  yeast  cells  are 
growing  vigorously  they  are  able  to  synthe- 
sise  the  B  vitamins  from  suitable  raw 
materials.  Hence  yeast  has  long  been  con- 
sidered as  one  of  the  best  sources  of  the 
B  vitamins,  the  discovery  of  which  has  in 
fact  often  been  greatly  helped  by  the  close 
study  of  the  different  constituents  of  yeast. 
As  might  be  expected,  different  kinds  of 
yeast  vary  widely  in  their  content  of  the 
different  B  vitamins,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  medium  in  which  the  yeast 
was  grown.  Recently  it  has  been  found  that 
if  certain  varieties  of  yeast  are  grown  in  a 
medium  containing  suitable  concentrations 
of  pyrimidine  and  thiazole  compounds 
these  are  synthesised  into  vitamin  B^  by 
the  yeast.  In  this  manner  it  has  proved 
possible  to  obtain  yeast  which  in  the  dry 
state  has  the  remarkably  high  vitamin  B^ 
potency  of  300  i.u.  per  gram,  10  to  20  times 
as  high  as  is  found  in  normal  dried  yeast, 
and  higher  than  in  any  other  foodstuff. 
This  yeast  has  proved  to  be  an  excellent 
supplement  to  the  supplies  of  synthetic 
vitamin  B^  for  addition  to  bread  and  other 
foods.  It  has  the  added  advantage  of  also 
supplying  the  other  B  vitamins,  though  not 
in  any  higher  amount  than  in  normal 
samples  of  yeast. 

Protein  in  Yeast. — Although  yeast  usually 
prefers  to  have  some  of  its  nitrogen  supplied 
in  organic  forms,  some  species  can  synthe- 
sise  protein  entirely  from  inorganic  sources 
as  ammonium  salts.  Carbohydrates  and 
phosphates  must  of  course  also  be  supplied, 
and  successful  results  depend  on  careful 
control  of  the  rate  of  addition  of  ammonia 
or  ammonium  salts  so  that  the  pn  is  kept 
within  narrow  limits.  Large-scale  experi- 
ments with  yeast  of  the  type  of  Torula 
\  utilis  have  shown  that  it  is  possible  to 
obtain  from  inorganic  nitrogen  compounds 
large  quantities  of  protein  of  high  value, 
equal  to  that  of  animal  proteins. 

Microbiological  Assay  of  Vitamin  B^. — 
If  yeast  is  grown  in  a  synthetic  medium  not 
containing  any  compounds  from  which  it 
can  synthesise  vitamin  B^  its  growth  will 
depend  on  the  amount  of  vitamin  B^ 
present,  provided  that  other  factors  are 
controlled.  This  serves  as  a  basis  for  the 
microbiological  estimation  of  vitamin  B^  as 
well  as  for  vitamins  in  the"B  group,  siich  as 
pantothenic  acid  and  nicotinic  acid.  Such 
methods  may  be  made  less  tedious  and  more 
•accurate  than  ordinary  biological  assays. 
They  may  also  be  made  more  specific  than 
chemical  methods,  which  are,  however, 
more  rapid  and  more  accurate. 


Fluorimetric  Estimation.  The  most  com- 
monly used  method  of  estimating  vitamin 
Bj  depends  on  its  oxidation  by  potassium 
ferricyanide  in  alkaline  solution  to  form 
thiochrome,  which  is  then  taken  up  in 
isobutanol,  in  which  it  gives  an  intense 
purplish  blue  fluorescence  when  exposed  to 
ultra-violet  light.  The  intensity  of  the 
fluorescence  may  be  estimated  (to  within 
5-10  per  cent.)  by  visual  comparison.  The 
test  tube  containing  the  isobutanol  solution 
is  placed  in  ultra-violet  light  filtered 
through  Wood's  glass  to  remove  visible 
light,  and  the  fluorescence  compared  with 
that  from  a  "blank"  (an  extract  of  the 
material  to  which  no  ferricyanide  has  been 
added).  An  isobutanol  extract  of  thio- 
chrome is  added  in  small  portions  from  a 
graduated  pipette  to  the  blank  until  its 
fluorescence  exactly  matches  that  of  the 
other  solution,  which  must  be  diluted  with 
pure  isobutanol  to  the  same  volume  prior 
to  the  final  matching. 

More  accurate  methods  of  estimating  the 
intensity  of  fluorescence  depend  on  the  use 
of  photoelectric  cells  in  a  suitable  apparatus, 
usually  called  a  fluorimeter,  though  certain 
American  workers  have  introduced  the 
term  fluorometer.  In  this  country  the 
Spekker  fluorimeter  recently  introduced  has 
given  excellent  results  in  a  number  of 
laboratories  concerned  with  the  assay  of 
flour,  yeast  and  other  food  products  con- 
taining vitamin  B^.  This  fluorimeter  has 
two  photoelectric  cells  in  a  balanced  circuit. 
The  amount  of  light  reaching  one  of  the 
photocells  is  cut  down  by  a  graduated 
diaphragm  until  a  zero  reading  is  obtained 
on  the  galvanometer,  showing  that  the  same 
amount  of  light  is  reaching  both  of  the 
photocells.  The  intensity  of  the  fluorescence 
is  then  calculated  from  the  reading  on  the 
diaphragm.  Calibration  curves  must  be 
constructed,  and  allowance  made  for 
deviations  from  straight  line  relationship 
between  concentration  and  fluorescence 
intensity  which  may  cause  significant 
errors. 

Colorimetric  Assay. — Some  workers  in 
this  country  and  U.S.A.  have  used  a  colour 
test  for  vitamin  B^,  depending  on  a  purplish 
colour  obtained  when  the  vitamin  is  treated 
with  a  freshly  prepared  solution  of  diazotised 
ji^-aminoacetophenone.  The  reaction  is 
allowed  to  proceed  for  several  hours  (some- 
times overnight)  to  obtain  maximum  de- 
velopment of  the  colour.  Since  the  reagent 
is  alkaline,  this  prolonged  action  is  apt  to 
cause  destruction  of  the  vitamin,  and  it  is 
necessary  to  control  the  pn  carefully,  also 
the  proportion  of  reagent  to  vitamin  must

be  kept  fairly  constant.  When  all  these 
conditions  are  controlled  the  intensity  of 
colour  is  stated  to  be  proportional  to  the 
concentration  of  vitamin  (i.e.  Beer's  law  is 
obeyed).  Since  deviations  from  straight  line 
relationship  between  concentration  and 
fluorescence  intensity  are  very  frequent  in 
the  thiochrome  method,  the  colorimetric 
assay  of  vitamin  might  be  thought 
preferable.  Unfortunately,  however,  the 
colour  test  is  much  less  sensitive  than  the 
thiochrome  method,  and  not  suitable  for 
application  to  the  low  concentrations  of 
vitamin  B^  which  give  so  much  trouble  in 
the  thiochrome  method. 

Polarographic  Estimations. — If  a  solu- 
tion of  a  suitable  electrolj^te  is  placed  in  a 
vessel  through  which  fine  drops  of  mercury 
are  steadily  falling  from  a  fine  capillary  to  a 
stationary  pool  of  mercury  on  the  bottom 
of  the  vessel,  and  this  pool  of  mercury  is 
connected  in  series  with  a  calibrated  galva- 
nometer to  a  battery  and  rheostat  and  then 
to  the  mercury  in  the  capillary,  the  falling 
drops  of  mercury  will  produce  a  current 
which  can  be  measured  on  the  galvanometer. 
The  applied  E.M.F.  can  be  gradually  in- 
creased by  means  of  the  rheostat.  It  will 
be  found  that  the  current  obtained  remains 
constant  up  to  a  certain  voltage,  at  which 
it  rapidly  increases  and  then  becomes 
constant  again.  The  voltage  at  which  the 
sudden  increase  takes  place  is  characteristic 
of  the  electrolyte  causing  it,  and  the  amount 
of  the  increase  is  dependent  on  the  concen- 
tration of  the  electrolyte.  This  is  a  very 
brief  account  of  a  new  method  of  estimating 
vitamins,  hormones  and  other  organic  com- 
pounds which  has  already  been  applied  to 


vitamins  B^  and         (riboflavin)   and  C. 
Since  these  polarographic  methods  can  hel 
applied  to  solutions  of  vitamins  containing 
as  little  as  ten  parts  per  million,  they  offerl 
valuable  possibilities,  and  their  develop-! 
ment  will  be  followed  with  interest.

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


Incidence  of  Mottled  Teeth. — Men  and 

women  numbering  5,019  were  classified  by 
Spira  ("Lancet,"  May  30,  p.  649)  according 
to  the  number  of  cases  of  mottled  teeth,  one 
of  the  first  signs  of  fluorosis  (fluorine  poison- 
ing), from  each  county  in  Great  Britain  and 
in  Northern  Ireland.  The  incidence  was 
found  to  vary  from  86  per  cent,  in  Hertford- 
shire to  9  per  cent,  in  Northumberland,  the 
average  being  22  per  cent. 

Sulphanilamide  for  Carriers  of  Diph- 
theria.— The  conclusion  that  the  persistence 
of  Corynebacterium  diphtherics  in  the 
nose  depends  mainly  on  the  associated 
hasmolytic  streptococcal  infection  is  reached 
by  Boissard  and  Fry  ("Lancet,"  May  23, 
p.  610).  The  latter  condition  is  capable  of 


being  cleared  up  with  sulphanilamide 
powder,  which  appears  also  to  exert  some 
action  on  C.  diphtherics  itself. 

Fluorine  as  Protective  Against  Caries.— 

The  suggestion  that  fluorine,  although  the 
cause  of  mottling  of  the  enamel  of  teeth, 
has  nevertheless  an  inhibitive  action  on  the 
development  of  dental  caries,  is  discussed 
in  an  article  in  the  "British  Medical 
Journal"  (June  27,  p.  795).  Evidence 
appears  to  have  shown  that  mottling  rarely, 
if  ever,  occurs  in  the  same  teeth  as  caries. 
Experimentally,  it  was  found  that  fluorine 
from  sodium  fluoride  given  in  drinking 
water  was  much  more  readily  assimilated- 
than  when  given  in  food.  It  is  thought 
that  the  action  is  local  and  not  systemic.

U.S.  Taxation  Changes. — U.S.  Treasury 
proposals  affecting  pharmacists  include  a 
;o  per  cent,  increase  on  the  tax  on  spirit, 
vhether  used  for  beverage  or  for  medicinal 
purposes,  and  a  15  per  cent,  increase  in 
nanufacturers'  prices  of  photographic 
I'quipment. 

Labelling  Revision  Necessary. — Prepara- 
ions  from  which  some  ingredient  has  to  be 
)mitted  under  a  United  States  War  Produc- 
:ion  Board  Order  is  regarded  by  the  Food 
md  Drug  Administration  as  misbranded  if 
t  continues  to  list  the  ingredient  in  its  title 
3r  on  its  label. 

Australian  Restriction  on  Bandage  Sizes. 

— The  Commonwealth  Government  has 
prohibited  the  manufacture  of  bandages 
except  in  accordance  with  the  following 
list  of  sizes :  2  in.  wide  and  under,  2  yd. ; 
over  2  in.  but  not  over  3  in.,  4  yd. ;  over 
3  in.,  6  yd.  Creped  plaster  bandages  are 
not  affected  by  the  Order. 

Australian  Pharmaceutical  War  Confer- 
ence.— Representatives  of  all  pharmaceu- 
tical organisations  in  Australia  affiliated 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  are  meeting  in 
Melbourne  shortly  to  discuss  matters  of 
ivital  importance  to  pharmacy,  and  directly 
associated  with  war  conditions. 

Package  Specification  in  Canada. — The 

Canadian  War-time  Prices  and  Trade  Board 
has  issued  an  order  controlling  the  price 
level,  packaging  and  distribution  of  seidlitz 
powders  packets.  A  new  order  fixes  maxi- 
mum retail  prices  for  a  maximum  of  three 
sizes  of  packages,  and  manufacturers  are 
forbidden  to  package  their  product  in 
quantities  smaller  than  one-gross  lots. 

Canadian  Committees  on  Simplified  Pro- 
duction.— The  task  of  studying  methods 
of  simplifying  and  standardising  cosmetic 
and  drug  articles  in  Canada  has  been 
entrusted  to  a  number  of  committees 
appointed  by  the  War-time  Prices  and  Trade 
Board.  The  committees  include  cosmetics 
and  toilet  goods  ;  pharmaceutical ;  surgical 
dressings,  and  proprietary  medicines. 

German  Multiples  may  Close. — Cables 
recently  sent  out  from  Berlin  make  known 
a  decision  by  Herr  Schmeer,  an  official  of 
the  Reich  Ministry  of  Commerce,  that 
■  "the  accumulation  of  large  quantities  of 
goods,  as  in  multiple  stores,"  is  undesirable, 
especially  in  areas  which,  like  Bremen,  are 
subject  to  British  air  raids.    The  message 


is  thought  to  indicate  the  closing,  in  the 
near  future,  of  all  multiple  stores  in  danger 
areas. 

N.S.W.  Pharmacists  on  Active  Service. — 

Recently  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  '  New  South  Wales,  Australia, 
requested  the  Minister  for  Health  to  take 
steps  to  retain  on  the  Register  the  names 
of  pharmacists  absent  on  active  service 
abroad.  The  Minister  has  indicated  that 
it  is  not  within  his  power  under  existing 
legislation  to  do  so,  but  that  the  Pharmacy 
Board  had  power,  when  application  was 
made  for  reinstatement,  to  waive  any  fees 
due. 

Australian  Decisions  on  Chemists'  Wrap- 
pings.— The  Minister  for  Trade  and  Customs 
of  the  Federal  Government  has  published 
the  following  decisions  on  the  use  of  wrap- 
ping papers  on  goods  supplied  by  chemists : 

Prescribed  and/or  Dispensed  Medicines. — 
To  be  delivered  without  further  wrapping. 
"The  pfactice  of  completely  wrapping  a 
bottle  containing  a  doctor's  prescription  is 
considered  not  warranted  when  viewed 
strictly  from  the  point  of  giving  protection 
to  the  contents.  There  may  be  isolated 
cases,  such  as  where  the  effect  of  light  on 
certain  medicines  may  cause  an  undesired 
reaction  of  the  drugs,  but  these  should  not 
affect  the  general  principle.  The  points 
raised  in  favour  of  the  wrapping  of  such 
goods  are  well  appreciated.  It  has  been 
suggested,  for  instance,  that  unless  wrapped, 
unauthorised  persons  may  tamper  with  the 
contents,  wfiting  on  labels  may  become 
obliterated,  germs  and  dust  may  collect 
on  bottles,*  corks  are  apt  to  work  loose,  etc. 
This  appears  to  be  an  extreme  view,  how- 
ever, of  the  possible  dangers  that  would 
arise.  Generally  speaking,  a  prescription 
could  not  be  regarded  as  an  ordinary  shop- 
ping item.  It  would  probably  be  purchased 
as  a  single  item,  and  as  such  would  presum- 
ably receive  special  care  and  attention. 
Under  such  circumstances  there  would 
appear  to  be  no  real  necessity  for  wrapping. 

Articles  which,  if  carried  unwrapped, 
would  he  an  embarrassment  to  a  purchaser. 
— Pending  further  consideration,  articles 
of  this  nature  may  be  further  wrapped. 
This  feature  should  adjust  itself  shortly, 
because  plain  cartons  are  being  adopted 
by  the  majority  of  manufacturers. 

Articles  which  ivould  possibly  be  dangerous 
or  cause  damage  if  carried  unwrapped,  e.g., 
corrosive  liquids. — No  objection  raised  to 
such  wrapping  if  clearly  necessary. 
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The  Minister  of  Food  has  made  the  Soft 
Drinks  (Licensing  and  Control)  Order,  1942, 
which  requires  manufacturers  of  soft  drinks 
to  be  Ucensed.  From  July  13,  1942,  no 
manufacturer  who  was  not  making  soft 
drinks  in  the  preceding  twelve  months  may 
start  production,  unless  he  obtains  a  licence 
from  the  Ministry  permitting  him  to  do  so. 
Manufacturers  who  were  producing  soft 
drinks  in  the  twelvemonths  ending  July  13, 
1942,  will  be  required  to  be  licensed  by 
September  i,  1942,  if  they  make  more 
than  2,000  gallons  of  concentrated  drinks 
in  liquid  form,  or  20  cwt.  of  concentrated 
drinks  in  semi-solid,  solid  or  powder  form, 
or  10,000  gadlons  of  unconcentrated  drinks, 
in  the  twelve  months  beginning  August  i, 
1942,  or  in  any  successive  period  of  twelve 
months  thereafter. 


From  August  i,  1942,  every  manufac 
turer  of  soft  drinks  must  keep  accurate 
records  of  his  output  of  each  variety  of 
drinks.  Manufacturers  holding  licences  to 
make  soft  drinks  (as  defined  in  this  Order) 
under  the  Food  Substitutes  (Control)  Order, 
1941,  do  not  require  an  additional  licence. 
Soft  drinks  are  defined  as  including  fruit 
juices,  squashes  or  crushes,  flavoured  syrups, 
cordials,  flavoured  powders  or  tablets  for 
making  soft  drinks  by  dilution,  mineral 
waters,  table  waters,  medicinal  or  tonic 
waters,  ginger  beer,  herbal  or  botanic  beer, 
non-alcoholic  wines  and  similar  products. 
Alcoholic  drinks  are  excluded.  The  Order 
came  into  force  on  July  13,  1942.  Forms 
of  application  for  licences  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Ministry  of  Food,  St.  John's 
College,  Oxford.   See  Editorial,  p.  66. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  MANUFACTURERS 

OF  INDIA 


The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical and  Allied  Manufacturers'  and 
Distributors'  Association,  Ltd.,  was  held  in 
Bombay  on  April  29.  In  his  presidential 
address,  Mr.  E.  W.  Fairbrass  (Kemp  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Bombay)  said  that  difficulties  due  to 
the  war  were  much  greater  than  they  had 
been  a  year  earlier.  He  was  sure  that 
members  who  had  dealings  with  Govern- 
ment Departments  shared  his  view  that 
they  were  fettered  with  red  tape.  Few 
people  would  take  the  responsibility  of 
giving  an  answer  yes  or  no.  Until  these 
Departments  attained  proper  co-ordination 
and  until  they  realised  there  was  a  war  on 
— and  a  serious  war  on — the  country  would 
not  get  very  far.  The  Association  had  tried 
to  move  various  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment, but  it  had  been  practically  impos- 
sible. Mr.  J.  D.  Boyle,  M.L.A.,  while  a 
member  of  the  Central  Legislative  Assembly, 
had  made  special  efforts  to  induce  certain 
departments  to  get  things  done,  but  without 
much  success.  The  Association  was  grateful 
to  Mr.  Boyle,  who  had  now  been  called  up 
for  military  service  and  had  resigned  his 
seat  in  the  Assembly.  The  Association, 
however,  was  fortunate  in  having  the  assist- 
ance of  Mr.  E.  L.  C.  Gwiit,  M.L.A.  (man- 
aging director,  H.  J.  Foster  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
who  was  carrying  on  the  work  that  Mr. 
Boyle  commenced,  and  would  do  all  he 
could  for  members  at  the  Centre.  The 
Association  had  received  the  resignation  of 


Mr.  G.  W.  Gosling  as  secretary,  and  the  com- 
mittee had  found  it  difficult  to  replace  him. 

The  president  went  on  to  assure  members 
that  Lieutenant-General  Sir  G.  G.  Jolly, 
K.C.I.E.,  K.H.P.,  I. M.S.  (director-general, 
Indian  Medical  Service,  New  Delhi),  looked 
forward  to  the  reports  of  the  Association. 
It  was  at  his  request  that  the  Associa- 
tion had  been  formed,  and  he  was  not 
losing  sight  of  it.  Some  members  of  the 
Association  did  not  realise  that  it  was  the 
endeavour  of  the  managing  committee  to 
assist  them  in  every  way,  and  that  certain 
facilities  were  available.  They  had  started 
a  library,  with  copies  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, British  Pharmaceutical  Codex, 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  the  National 
Formulary,  and  New  and  Non-official 
Remedies,  1941.

ARDAMOMS  has  been  in  small  inquiry  for 
xport.   The  spot  price  of  Cloves  showed 
ia  fractional  advance  towards  the  end  of 
[last  week,  but  has  now  reverted  to  the  lower 
figure   recorded    recently.     Some  Indian 
Digitalis  leaves  have  arrived.  Quotations 
for  Ginger  are  nominal  pending  the  fixing 
of  maximum  prices  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha  shows  a  con- 
siderable decline  on  spot,  but  shipment 
remains  at  the  previously-quoted  rates.  A 
better   inquiry    is    noted    for    Menthol  ;

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RECENT  RESEARCH 


Esters    of     i2-Hydroxystearic    Acid. — 

Methods  for  the  isolation  of  i2-hydroxy- 
stearic  acid  from  commercial  hydrogenated 
castor  oil,  and  for  the  syntheses  of  a  series 
of  twelve  of  its  esters  with  normal  primary 
alcohols,  are  given  by  Bell  and  Taub  in  the 
"Journal  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association"  (xxxi.3.75).  A  number  of 
physical  properties  have  been  evaluated 
and  some  of  their  applications  to  ointments 
and  similar  bases  are  suggested. 

Vitamin  C  in  War-time  Diets. — In  order 
to  ascertain  to  what  extent,  if  any,  a 
deficiency  of  vitamin  C  resulted  from  war- 
time diet,  Francis  and  Wormall  ("Lancet," 
May  30,  p.  647)  carried  out  saturation  tests 
6n  medical  students  during  a  period  of 
two-and-a-half  years.  Results  were  ob- 
tained which  suggest  that  the  condition  of 
the  subjects,  so  far  as  vitamin-C  saturation 
was  concerned,  was  not  significantly  differ- 
ent after  nine  months  of  war  from  what  it 
had  been  twelve  months  earlier.  In  June 
and  July  1941,  however — twenty-one 
months  after  the  outbreak  of  war — an 
average  deficiency  of  large  doses  of  the 
vitamin  per  subject  (equivalent  to  1-5  gm. 
of  the  vitamin)  was  found. 

Compound  Syrup  of  Hypophosphites. — 
At  a  meeting  of  the  science  group.  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  New  South  Wales, 
Read  ("  Australasian  Journal  of  Pharmacy," 
1942,  I.  193)  discussed  the  precipitation 
(probably  of  ferric  hypophosphite)  from 
compound  syrup  of  hypophosphites  by 
dilute  mineral  acids.  The  followtng  formula 
for  the  syrup  was  put  forward  as  being 
calculated  to  prevent  precipitation  in  the 
syrup  not  only  by  mineral  acids  but  also 
by  syrup,  ferri  phosph.  co.  and  syrup,  ferri 
phosph.  cum  quinin.  et  strychnin. : —

— A  paper  0 
"Sterilisation    Processes    of    the  Fourt 
Addendum  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
1932,"  was  presented  by  Mr.  H.  Berry  at 
recent    meeting    of    the  Pharmaceutica 
Society.

The        of  the  medium 
does  not  affect  its  stability  or  power;  1 
the  presence  of  chlorides,   bromides  an 
iodides  its  bactericidal  value  is,  in  fact, 
actually  increased.    Chlorocresol  is,  in  0'2| 
per  cent,  solution,  near  saturation,  and  in 
one  instance  (an  injection  solution  contain^ 
ing  strychnine  hydrochloride  and  atropin^ 
sulphate)  it  was  brought  out  of  solution  by 
the  medicaments.    Substitution  of  phenyl- 
mercuric  nitrate  for  chlorocresol  was  in  that 
instance  successful.    The  Addendum  does 
not  cater  for  the  sterile  dry-powder  method 
of  preparing  injection  solutions  whereby 
the  medicament  is  dissolved  in  spinal  fluid 
and  reinjected,  but  emphasises  the  necessity 
of    ensuring    complete    sterility    in  such 
injections  by  the  requirement  that  they 
must  be  dispensed  in  single-dose  containers 
(ampoules).     Injections    in  multiple-dose 
containers  still  require  protection  against 
infection  by  the  hypodermic  needle ;  the 
following  is  a  list  of  bacteriostatic  agents 
in  concentrations   (per  cent,   w/v)  which 
prevent  all  bacterial  and  fungal  growth: 
Phenol,  0-5;   chlorbutol,  0-5;   cresol,  0-3; 
chlorocresol,  o-i  ;    phenylmercuric  nitrate, 
o-ooi ;  thymol,  o-i.
